Tus Theatre will be closed during the week for the purpose of 
making alterations in the orchestra, and it will be re-opened with 
the usual performance of overtures, quadrilles, &c. interspersed with 
glees, madrigals, and choruses, by a stroug vocal choir. 

The new lessees of the Prince’s Theatre, Messrs. John and Morris 
Barnett, in announcing the list of the company, &c. call the atten- 
tion of the public to the following statement of facts : ‘‘ It bas long 
been adesideraium constantly and urgently expressed, both in 
the public prints and otherwise, that some establishment should be 
opened for the distinct and especial purpose of affording to British 
Composers, Vocalists and Instrumentalists, a fair field for the full 
display of their united efforts, but such wish bas pever yet been 
realized. Opera is a species of Entertainment, requiring the npion 
of seach a multiplicity of expensive essentials, that it never can be 
satisfactorily represented in any Theatre, wherein it merely (and 
only occasionally) engages a portion of the manager’s attention, 
and this is the utmost it has ever done, even while the Theatres 
Royal were devoted to their legitimate use ; but now, when three 
of the principal Theatres of the Metropolis are appropriated, 
solely, to the porformance of instrumental music, the talent of 
British Operatic Artists are doomed to inaction and obscurity, 
simply from the want of a proper and legitimate sphere for their 
effective exhibition. Actuated by these considerations, and deeply 
imbued with an ardent love and veneration for the art, {the lessees 
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have, sfter much doubt and deliberation, been induced to enter 
upon their present onerous undertaking. They have had numer- 
ous and silmost insurmountable difficulties to contend with; but 
have, at length, the satisfaction to state, that such have been their 
eventual arrangements, that they are enabled to submit them to 
the public with a very considerable degree ot confidence ; and this 
they do witb the fervent hope that, as the cause to which they are 
about to devote their best energies is both laudable and national, it 
will meet with that generous patronege and support, which alone 
can crown their efforts with success.”—The season commences on 
Monday, Nov. 23. We have already published the names of the 
principal performers engaged.
